The letter jirocecds to dilate upon the 
econoHiic ruin wrought by the break 
down of the sugar crop, which has ren- 
dered thousands destitute, while the 
tobacco trade is in ii' still worse con- 
dition. " The cigar factories of Havana," 
the correspondent continues, "haveonly 
niateriul for a few weeks, and the closing 
of their orders means the throwing 
out of employment of 60,000 persons. 
Tlie ^ total exports from Cuba are 
estiujated at £1^,000,000 coniparc<l with 
£12,000,000 for 1805. Put for the trad- 
ing involved by the war, every iiicrcliant 
would' be coinpcllcd to suspend business. 
One of the most prominent merchants 
here fiays that Cuba has received its 
death blow ; hut in my opinion an im- 
meditite peace would still leave a chance 
for the return of jirosperity." 

The letter continues : " Senor Dupuy 
do Lome, Spanish minister at Washing- 
ton, recently informed me that the re- 
forms Kranled by tho Abarseuga law 
adopted by the Cortes in 1895 would 
be shortly applied, and that the Cu- 
bans (ire not advanced enough to receive 
autonomy. Perhaps Senor de Lome is 
rigbtij-but it is absolutely certain that 
the rebels will come to terms on no 
other condition than autonomy, and even 
now the time may now be past for com- 
promise. There are only three possible 
endings of the rebellion: 

"1. A continuation of the present pol- 
icy and the ruin of Culja. 

" 2. That the Cubans should gain 
their independence by lighting till Cuba 
is harikriijit, with the result tliat the 
island would he given over to anarcliy 
and war between the whites and blacks. 
Cuba as an independent republic would 
become ii liell ou earth, compared with 
which Ilayti i.s c, jianidise. 

"o. That Spain should ofler autonomy 
on the Canadian model under the garan- 
tee of the United States. All of the bet- 
ter class of Cubans could aecejit such a 
guarantee, pence could he condiulcd im- 
mediately, and S^pain would retain a fer- 
tile country under her own flag to eiiii- 
gnite to." 

The letter concludes by coinplaiiiiiig of 
(lie iDUzzliiig ol the Cuban jiress, " now 
ammmting," it says, " to a coiiiiilete 

Till." Timed comments editorially as 
follows: " .A more niehmcholy picture 
I would lie impossible to imagine than our 
I Havana correspondent draws, but 
I it is doubtful whether any demonstra- 
tion of the desperate nature of the case 
j will induce the Sjjaniards to acijuiesce 
l or ] in an arrangement so ealiing to their 
national piide as that which our corres- 
pondent i-uggests, namelv, autonomy 
guarantt^ed by the United States. 

"Taking the dismal picture as it is 
jiresented, wi^ see but one hofie for the 
iiiainteiiaiice of ilui .S|)anisli connection, 
iiaiiiely, u speedy and thorough recon- 
([iieHt, lidlowcd by a redress of griev- 
ances, tlie aholitinn of corruption and 
ail hoiiestgovornment; Cuba for Cubans, 
instead of for the official classes in 
Spain."

For weeks the city has been 
in gala costume. Triumphal arches have 
been erected and the facades of all the 
great bnildings decorated, but much still 
remains to be done. The weather to- 
day is cold, and despite the fact that 
the sun is shining brightly, every- 
body is wrapped in winter clothing. ■ 
To-tlay the domes in the ICreinlin and ; 
the images in the Ibrian cha]iel were re- 
gilded, and many other works of decor- 
ation were comjileted. Kverytliing is 
resplendent with light and color, and 
the whole city presents an extremely 
garish aiiiiearance. ThouHands of per- 
sons are flocking to the cathedral to-day, 
comprising all classes of people. Tho 
last time this great city was decorated 
was at the obsequies of Alexander III. 
The Kremlin, between the Nicholas an^ 
Spasky gates, alongside of the red 
square opposite the vast modern bazaar, 
is one continuous grand stand, while in- 
side the S|)asky gate, in tlio great bell 
square extending from the gate to the 
Archangel cathedral, ia ii large stand 
capable of lioliliiig thousands of people. 
This will be occupied by invited guests 
on the day of the stale entry, and again 
on the coronation day itself.' 

Leaving the Kremlin by the Nicholas 
gate and ))assing out of the Kitaigorod, 
or Chinese town, by the Resurrection 
gate, one linds himself immediately in a 
vast crowd c( jieople jiressing around 
the Ibrian chapel, wliere i.s kept a mir- 
aculous imago of the virgin, which is 
venerated as a most sacred relic in Rus- 
sia. Here are to be seen people from all 
parts of Russia and the provinces. Freeh 
arrivals come to pay their devotions, jos- 
tling with the Muscovite. The route from 
the palace to the Kremlin through tho 
Spasky gate will he the Via Triumphalia 
of Thursday next. Along this street 
most of the temporary embassies of the 
foreign jiowers are located, each vieiiig 
with the other in lirilliancy, the French 
embassy easily taking the palm. Not a 
building along these three miles of route 
is without decoration. The coronation 
will take place on May 20, followed bya 
grtind fete and reception in the granite 
palace in the Kremlin.

We see that the Knniloops Sentinel 
teaches that Oonstitutiona and other 
covenants are not binding when the 
men who have signed thom have pasBed 
away. For fear that we should be ac- 
cused of mierepresentiii^ tlie teacliiiig of 
the Sentinel, we will re prodiii^e exactly 
what it says on this very iir.porUuit sul)- 
ject : 

The constitution of Civnaila and of 
Manitoba diflers from tliat of Groat Brit- 
ain in that it is SI written constil ntlon, 
while that of Cireat ISritaiii has its exist- 
ence simply ill tlie l)revailiiiy; soiili meats 
of the peojiln. But is the development 
of Canada, the desires and wishes oi its 
people, to be train nicUed up by the form 
of a scroll that was wriUcMi at u remote 
period and under dillVrent conditions and 
circumstanceB than those which exist at 
•present? Xo Ba.y that that was bo would 
be to say that we have not the samo 
rights to make laws to govern ourselves 
thatonr forefathers enjoyed and exer- 
cised. Let no.one think that Canadians 
will be so bound down. It is not in 
Britisii blood to be so hampered. Tho 
compacts tliat men make, the airree- 
ments that they enter into, these tliey 
are bound for themselves by our coin- 
mon sense of what is rit,'ht and just to 
carry out. But that the father can bind 
tlie son, or tho son's sons, to any coin- 
pact or agreement, is not i)Ob-sible, ex:- 
cept by tho consent of the son, an<l if 
tliat consent 1)6 withheld that compact 
or ai;reement falls to tlie ground, it is of 
no force, .^nd so it will be with tho con- 
stitution of Canada. Tlie people M'ill 
change it whenever they see lit. 

The conclusion evidently intended to 
be drawn from this little discourse on 
covenant-breaking ia that the people of 
Manitoba, and by consequence the peo- 
ple of the other provinces, are not bound 
l)y the federal compact because the men 
that made it are now nearly all in their 
graves. 

According to tliia doctrine tho major- 
ity in Ontario and the majority in C^ue- 
bec may act in open disregard of the pro- 
visions of the Conetitution, which re- 
quire them to preserve the rights, witli 
respect to education, which the minor- 
ity in eacli of those provinces exercised 
and enjoyed when it entered tlie Confed 
eration ; and, further, that the judges 
who would declare any law made 
by the Legislature of either of those 
provinces to deprive the minority of 
those rights to be null and void are silly 
old women who have no idea of the 
powers and priviletres whicti Cnnitdiana 
and men with British blood in their 
veins have the riirht to enjoy. 

The federal compact dctiues the auth- 
ority which tlie provinces can exercise, 
and sets forth, as some people foolishly 
think, authoritatively, what are the 
duties and obligations of the Federal 
Government. But, accordin<^ to the 
Sentinel,- when the fatliers oi Confeder- 
ation are all doad and gone tlie Consti- 
tution is so much waste paper. Can- 
adians and men whose blood ia British 
are not to be held bound to respect its 
provisions. 

One of the obligations of the Federal 
Government is to pay certain sums of 
money to each of the provinces every 
year. When the men who drew np the 
Constitution and the men who 
agreed to he hound by it have 
ceased to live, this provision of the 
Constitution, according to the Sentinel, 
ceases to be binding and the subsidies 
can be honorably witlihuld whenever it 
is found inconvenient to pay them, it 
is, the Sentinel will have to acknowl- 
ed>:e, a poor rule that does not work 
both ways, ami if the tleath of in- 
(liviiluals frees tlie provinces from tlieir 
constitutional obligations, it also frees 
the Confederation as a whole from its 
obligations. 

We are afraid that if the father cannot 
bind the son, and the son's son, nations 
and governineiits of all kinds would soon 
be in very tiglit places. Xo treaty could 
be hiiuling for longer than a generation, 
and no community, large or small, could 
borrow money for more than a few 
months. If the sons were free to re- 
pudiate obligations contracted by the 
father a city bond for fifty or sixty 
years would bo perfectly worthless. 
In these days it ia considered jiiat and 
right that the boiih should jiay the debts 
of their fatliers and carry out to the letter 
the covenants entered into by their 
fathers, and they do it, too, cheerfully. 

The Constitution of the United States 
is a written document and the individu- 
als who were originally iiarties to it have 
louK been mouldering in tlie dust, yet 
their sons and their sons' Hona regard 
that document as eacred, Tiiey con- 
sider themselves under tho moat bixiding 
obligation to carry out its provisions, 
aiid miltions of them would spill their 
hearts' blood rather than permit that 
constitution to be treated as a thing that 
is of no force. . i • 
'It may be thought tliiit' ire are paying 



too much attention to the mischievous 
nonseaie published in the Seniiia<|)l.^lat 
strange as it 'may Bceni there'are pei-aonH 
in every community who are influenced 
by sjieecheb and writings which appear 
to tlie uiithinkinj.; as Round and sensible, 
but wtiich, when examined in the light 
of common sense, are found to be fool- 
ishnena of the moat dangerous kind. If 
doctrines such as Mr. Bostock's paper is 
trying to teach were believed by any 
consLtlerable number of persona in tho 
community public morality would bo 
undermined and consequences exceed- 
ingly injurious to the welfareof the com- 
munity would be sure to ensue. If the 
Confederation ia to last, if the Domin- 
ion of Canada is to be anything better 
than one of the miserable South Ameri- 
can republics, its Constitution should 
be respected by all classes of the com- 
munity and its provisions rigidly ob- 
served.

LVP UDENT FALSI PICA TION. 

One of the most glaring 'instances of 
the au])pression of the truth to deceive 
luul Riialead the public that we remem- 
ber to have seen is to be found in the 
[•Camloops Sentinel of the 12th inst. Un- 
der tho head of " Tho School Question — 
Wilfred l,,aurier's method of dealing 
with it — Xo coercion," the Sentinel re- 
produces what jiurports to be part of a 
sjieech tlelivered by Mr. Laurier on the 
(ith inst. Tho speech, m it appears iu 
the Sentinel, concludes with this sen- 
tence : 

A little explanation would have solved 
the iiroblem, ami if, instead of having at 
the iiead of all'airs such men as Sir ^lac- 
kenze Bowell you had such a man as Sir 
Oliver Mowat — (cheers) — to deal with 
that question be would have approached 
the Protestant people of Manitoba not 
with a threat, as was done by Sir Mac- 
kenzie Bowell, but would bave addieas- 
ed himself to their Christian conscience 
and told them to give to the minority 
the [irivileges of conscience they claimuu 
for tlieinselveg. 

The honest reader will be surprised to 
learn that this sentence is incomplete. 
Its concluding words are: "and if the 
people of Manitoba remained obdurate 
there was always reserved the powers of 
the constitution to fall back upon." 

The reason of the suppression is evi- 
dent. The editor had informed his 
readers in a head-line that there was no 
coercion in Mr. Laurier's speech, and be 
knew the words with which the sen- 
tence concluded meant what tho Cirita 
have persisted in designating, " coer- 
cion." But the suppression, or rather 
the deliberate falsilication, does not end 
here. The very next sentence of the 
speech makes Mr. Laurier's meaning as 
clear as the sun at noonday. Here it is : 
" But before we try such extreinc meas- 
ures us the constitution provides let \\s 
fall back on the methods which Sir 
Oliver Mowat is such a master of." 

The reader sees that if tho jiart 
of the speech which the editor 
of the Sentinel deliberately sup- 
pressed had been published his 
assertion " No coercion " in the 
heading would have been shown to be 
an iini)U(lent falsehood. It is therefore 
clear that the reason why the Toronto 
Globe's report of Mr. J^aurier's speech 
was garbled by the editor of the Sentinel 
was because it, as it was 'delivered and 
honestly reported, showed that tho 
statement made hy the editor in the 
headline was utterly and designedly 
false. In order that the Dublic may aee 
what a very great change the suppres- 
sion of a few words will make in a pas- 
sage and to what lengtlis a diahouest 
editor will go to make a point and to de- 
ceive his readers we will place the pas- 
sage of Mr. Laurier's speech as it was 
delivered and as it was published in the 
Sentinel, side by -side:

KILLED BY AN ACCIDBiNT. 

W. L. C. Hanington Meets His Death by the 
Discharge of an Old Carbine. 

As the result of a shooting accident 
Mr. W. L. C. llanington, a brother of 
iJr. K. B. C. Hanington of this city, lost 
his life on Thursday evening last! Mr. 
Planingtou, wlio lived at the farm of his 
brother the Doctor, at Aldermere, went 
out to shoot a raccoon with an old car- 
bine which he used as a ahotgim. A 
little later in the evening Mr. Maltrav- 
era, a nei^dibor, whi.'ii walking along the 
Aldermere road (lanu; across .Mr. llan- 
ington lying by the roadside, blood flow- 
ing from a ba(i wound in his foot. The 
unfortunate man, never vei-y robust, 
was then extremely weak from the 
shock and loss of blood, but managed to 
tell Mr. .Maltravers that the gun had 
been accidentally discharged and the 
charge of small ahut had jienetrated 
his foot. Mr. Maltravers finding he was 
unable to carry the wounded man to the 
house, a short distance away, went in 
search of assistance at Mr. Hanington's 
desire, iiefore, however, he could re- 
turn with help Mr. Hanington was dead. 
Word was at once sent to town, and Dr. 
Hanington with Dr; Blchardson went 
out to Aldermere, the latter returning to 
town for Dr. ('roniptoii, the coroner. 
He, Dr. Riohardson and Dr. Han- 
ington made a close examination of 
the spot, anti satisfied themselves 
that Jlr. Hanington had evi- 
dently shot himselt accidentally, 
and had then dragged himself to the 
roadside, where he was found. A i)08t 
mortem examination showed that the 
shot had torn oil' the big toe and shat- 
tered twoother.H, not of itself a suHicient 
wound to cause deatli, but the loss of 
blood and shock had produced a fainting 
spell, from which Mr. Hanington, owing 
to a weak constitution, had been unable 
to rally. The facts of the case being so 
apparent, an inquest was considered un- 
necessary, the cause of death being ofti- 
cially stated r.s syncope from hemorrhage 
and shock from gunshot wound in foot. 
The body has been removed to the resi- 
dence of Dr. Haniriglon in this city.

The corner stone. of the Peraberton 
memorial operating room at the Jubilee 
hospital was well and truly hiitl by Mrs. 
Pembei'loii yesterday aftuniooii in the 
presenuo of quite a number uf ladies ami 
gentlemen, wlio liad siatiiered to see llie 
interestini^ ceremony. Among tbone 
present were: Bishop Cridge, Senator 
and Mrs. Macdonald, Mrs. Pemlujrtoii, 
Sir Henry Crease, Mayor Beaven and 
Mra. Beaven, Mr. Joshua Davies, presi- 
dent of thehoepitali Mr. Jolin Teacuc, 
the architect of the buildiii;^; Itev. 
Canon fieanlands, Uou. B. W. I'oaise, 
Messrs. Tlioa. Sliotbolt, Uiiuilley, F. 15. 
Pemberton, I. J^ravorman, A. Wilson, 
Geo. Byrnes, (.i. II. Brown, repi-o.seutiiii; 
tlie directors; Mr. W. C. Ward, Dr. .1. 
C. l^avie, J.)r. [•iiehard.-^on. Dr. Watt, 
Aid. tilover, .Messr.«. K. lira;.,'-, A. 
Phillips, S. U. .^ehuliz and others. 

Letters of regret were rei:eivetl from 
Bishop I'errin and Cnnon Paddon, who 
were unable to attend, as they were out 
of town. 

A.fter an opening prayer by Bishop 
Cridge, the president, Mr. Joshua Davies, 
said : 

Ij.\diim akd Gkntlkmkn:— We have as- 
sembled to lionor the memory ol' one who 
he(|iK'atlu'(l a sum of inoiu'y to thi' ho.spital 
in the following wonis: ""To the ti-iistc-cs 
tor the time bi'iuy of the Victoria .hibiluf 
hospital tlie siiia of $'i,OUO, witli the expros- 
sion of the hope that my name may in 
some way be associated with that institu- 
tion." 

The bequest indieiitcd that he loved Ids 
fellow man, and thu -wirth lo coniuct his 
name with our hospital 1 userilje to thi' sai 
isfaction experienced in having given lar>;e- 
ly to its construction. It was first sug- 
gested that the memorial should take tin- 
shape of a ward for maternity cases, and 
when it was ascertained tli:it tho sum at 
our disposal was not sudicieiit our co- 
director, Mr. K. 11. I'l'iiiliiuton, placc-d the 
matter hefori? his mother, anil that lady by 
letter dated (it.li February, ISDl, oll'ered to 
supplement the heiniesl of her late hus- 
band by a doiiaiion of .'fl,.')UO, for the imr- 
pose of erecting a niaturnity ward in mem- 
ory of her hitu husband, uiid lo he named 
accordingly. 

The questions of our financial obligations 
and inability to bear an extra outlay were 
subjects of much concern at our hoard 
meetings, and by resolution an appeal was 
made to the Hon. A. X. Richards, Q,C., to 
ascertain whether in liis opinion a trust 
was created by the words of the bequest, 
and whether it was inii)orative that the 
whole sum should he devoted in some way 
that would associate the testator's name 
with the institution, or whether the money 
could be used to pay the debts of the hon- 
pital. On the 17tli of February, 18!)J, Jlr. 
Richards gave an opinion that the beijuest 
was a trust, and that the hosiiital board 
could not properly use the legacy as pai t 
of the general funds to pay debts contrael- 
cd in operating the hosTiital. Upon the ac- 
ceptance of the Hon. ^Ir. Richards' opinion 
a resolution was passed accei)tiiig Jlrs. 
J'embertou's generous otfer. On the 2Stli 
J-'ebruary, 1891, the lUrectors by resolution 
requested Mr. John Teague, architect, to 
prepare plans for a maternity lii)s])ital. to 
be approved by Urs. Davie and ilauing- 
ton. It was found that a matuniii y hos- 
pital could not be erected for the stun of 
$3,500, and on the 12th Novembj^r, l.siil, a 
maternity school was stiggested h>r the 
training of our nurses in obstetric ca.ses. 
This i)roposition did not meet with the a|j- 
proval either of the directors ur Mrs. I'cm- 
bertoii. 

On the .5th of .Taiiuary, ls;),5, >[rs. I'em- 
berton wrote to the board stating that she 
would he happy to donate the amount nam- 
ed bv Mer if her husband's beipiesl be ap- 
plied "to the erection of anything that 
would be a benefit to our hospital and a 
complete and lasting; meniori.ii." Il^^a- 
finally decided to erect an operating ronm 
and to-day we purpose laying tlieruriier 
stone of an ediliee which we liope will add 
to the usefulness of our hospital. 

The building of this operating.' I'oiini is 
the li rst St ruci u re of any iumiiiciii .-i nei' I lie 
l)resent buildinu's wei-e c iii 1 1 de I I'd , and 
while the directors enlci'taiii the idea llial 
some day the luispiial laml.- w iil lie dot ird 
over with other buildings, inclinliiig a ma- 
ternity ward and medieal college, tin- real- 
ization of this idea may oiilj' come alte, 
most of the directors have pas.sed awa\ , 
like niy predecessor Alex McLean, my eis 
director .lameS Fell, or our late trustee and 
principal donor. Honorable Robert Duns- 
muir. .Still hapiner prospects may he coii- 
summateil, ami the brighter outlook foi 
the in-osperity of our iiroviiiee uiay make 
men we:iltby, and richer in thought in 1 be 
direction of making provi.-inn lorcharitable 
objects, T.i-day's ii iidcrlal, i ng is intcii,|.,| 
as a lasting nicnmi-ial to oin' wim. annDig 
hislastacts, left two legacies, one having 
in view the healthy rei reatiun and physical 
develoi)nient nl iiur youtli, the other |his- 
sessing the (equally laudable aim of minis- 
tering to the wants of the sick. 

The expression of the hope that tin gili 
would in some way preserve the testatcn 's 
meinorv was a senliinent, a wish.adirei- 
tion as 'to the use' of the be:|Ucst. Tlie leg- 
acy gave tangiliiliiy to the senliruent and. 
suJiJilenK-ntcd by .Mrs. I'eni berton 's libe-ral 
gilts, renders the (v\eentiou of tho testator's 
desire an assured fact — an act nality, and 
to-day we are eiii;ageil in the erection of a 
structure selected by the direclora and ac- 
cepted as suitable by Mrs. I'emberton. 'i'he 
sum at our command to be used in the 
building of the opertiting room is the hir- 
gest single gift ever received hy the hos- 
pital, and come.s at a time when it is grejitly 
needed, anil is tlierel'ore doubly acce|itable. 
S'o better service could the money be put 
to than the erection ol' an opi-ratiiig room, 
and the directors will always keep it in 
readiness for the reception ol'those whose 
alUictions may call for surgical trratincni. 
It is characteristic of the age that gifts are 
made by the state and by private individu- 
als lor the care of the sick, the relief of dis- 
tress, and the maintenance of the helpless 
and infirm. Let us cultivate this .senli- 
mentof giving heed to t be needs of want, 
misery and tillliction. Let us do all in our 
power to make provision for all these ehar- 
ilable objects, and let the pride of ou r jieii- 
iile he that our eleemosynary institutions, 
tiolh in their eonstriielion anil managc- 
inciit, shall rellect honor on i )n r provi nee. 
],et us develfqi, both in the old and the 
young, a desire to help those who need and 
deserve our care, and teach hy force of pre- 
cept and cxami)le the extent of our moral 
obUgatioiis to the aged, the poor, the lieln- 
less and sick. Example has much to do 
with our every day lite, forming our ehar- 
acter for good or evil, making n> liberal or 
illiberal, Kindly in feeling and tho ight or 
the reverse, and perchance giving us some 
one ormore good objects ui life and in the 
furtherance of which objects wc take mueli 
iileasure. Ty|>ical of t he idea I desire to 
impress upon you, I may mention the edu- 
cation ol' t he voung as inactiscd by the 
King's Daughters, who are taught to exer-

table objects, how much more must lie the 
pleasure experienced by the donor who 
gives wliile living and xvlio can designate 
the direction and select the ohjeel of his or 
her benefaction. Let wealth be ns.-d in the 
service of povei-ty and misery and during 
the lifetime of the udver. W ait not until 
death to give your bequest, but be vour 
ownjalniotier.'Tlie genius of the a)je and the 
teachings of our civilization indicate that 
al! have a duty to perform, as wUiiess the 
example of.Iohn.s Hopkins of naltimore. ol 
,\le( iill of Montreal, and ol' men of our own 
time and (li,iring their livinjf, of 1, eland 
.'^tanlord of California, of f.onl Mount 
.Stephen and .Sir Donali! Snotli o!

Mr. John Teague jilaced in a recepta- 
cle under the stone a copjier box, c-on- 
tainiuji the hospital rejiorts for ISIl-l-o : 
I)aily and \>'eekly Colonist, and the 
Special Colonist of April."); Daily and 
Weekly Times; the Province; tlie 
(Jueen'a Birthday celebration pro- 
gramme ; copieaof lettersand proceedings 
relating to the Pemberton memorial, 
the President's address, and the rep v 
byMr. W. C. Ward on behalf of Mrs. 
Pemberton, the President's pliotogra [di 
and a fifty, twenty-five, ten anil five 
cent jiieco. The stone was then lowered 
into place and jdiiinheil by the con- 
tractor for the liuildiiig, Nl r. Thomas 
C'attcrall, and .Mrs. I'euiberton tapped it 
with her trowel and pronounced the 
Stone W(dl anil triih' laid. 

Mr. W. C. Ward" on behalf ol Mrs. 
I'emberton ackiiou lodged the gift in ibe 
following words written by .Mrs. I'em- 
berton : 

" J must thank you, Mr. I'resiilent, 
and your co-directors for this iiiterestinir 
and "beautifal memento of the occasion 
of our assemblage here to-day, and sin- 
cerely trust that God's blessing may at- 
tend the work that will in future be 
dune in tli is place." 

."Mayor Heavoii U|imi ludng asked to 
speak, made a few brief remarks. 'I'lioy 
must all admit, lie said, tliat one great 
cliaractcrist ic of the jieople of the pro- 
vince was their liberality towards char- 
ities. Taking into consiileration the 
siiialliiess of llu* jioimlntiou in liritish 
l.'oluiiibia there were vim v tow places in 
the world where there were so many 
charitable and benevolent institutions 
aa in this province. Ilia t)ld and 
esteemed friend, the late J. D. Pen.ber- 
ton. who had remembered the hosiiital 
in his will and made this new building 
pos.sible, was unostentatiously one of the 
most charitable citizens in Victoria. 
The S[.eak(U' lecorded with pleasure tiiat 
lit! was iiersoiially cogiii/,;int that Mr. 
I'einberfiin not <uily on many occasions 
has given liberally to cliaritable objects, 
but luul also renienihered this hospital. 

After the ceremony the visitors weic 
entertained at afternoon tea at the 
liospital.

TRADE AND COMMEEGE. 

Dun's and Bradstreet's Review of the Com- 
mercial situation— Bank Clearings- 
List of Failares. 

New York, May 15.— R. G. Dun & 

Co. 's weekly review of trade says: It is 
now the middle of May, too late for 
business to change materially until the 
prospects of the coming crops are as- 
sured and a definite shape has been 
given to the jirosidential contest by the 
conventions. To date tlie outlook for 
crops i.s highly encouragini.', and a good 
yield would greatly improve tlu^ pros- 
pects lor ail inisiiies.s. lUit until tlu; 
luliire is more clear there is a prudent 
disinclination to produce much bi'- 
yoiid orders or to order be- 
yond inimediate and certain needs. 

An attempt wtis made to iiianufadture 
excitement in cotton on account of the 
government report. But the jirice 
closed exactly iis it began the week, and 
the port receipts have been actually 
larger than last year. Wheat is un- 
changed in spite of all rumors. The 
most fortunate of the chief industries at 
present is the boot and shoe manufac- 
ture, which is not only shipping to cus- 
tomers within 8i.\ percent, of the largest 
number of cases ever forwarded in the 
first half of May, but is getting many 
new order.s. The iron and steel 
industry, on the other hand, 
is dull, and the demand is so small tliat 
[iricea average one to two per cent, lower 
for the week. The textile mills are not 
yet gainini;; the enormous bargain sales 
of cotton dress (roods and of ready-made 
woollen clothing have himlered orders at 
any prices which the mills can allbrd to 
take. The failures for the week have 
been 2'.M in the United States against 
'.Jl 1 last year, and 33 in Canada against 
37 last year. 

Bradstreet's to-morrow will say : ' ' The 
Toronto dry goods jobbers report only 
fair sorting up orders. In other lines 
general trade m the province of Ontario 
IS unchanged. .Rfontreal merchants re- 
irard the probable changes in the noniin- 
ion tariir as tending to restrict business. 
Jobbers state that collections are slow 
and orders light. At tjuebec city, how- 
ever, there is a somewliat larger trade. 
There ie a moderate ii]i])rovement in the 
distribnl ion of dry goods and hardware 
at Halifax, and an encouraging 
advance in the West India fish 
market. The New I^runswick lumber 
interest gullera for want of rain 
and Newfoundland porta are blockaded 
with ice. The bank clearings at Winni- 
peg, Hamilton, Toronto, Slontreal and 
Halifax aggregated $20,028,000 this week, 
which is fractionally less than last week, 
and almost the same total as reported in 
the same week one year ago. Tlie in- 
crease, as (Ujinpared with the corres- 
noiKlin<.' total in 1894, is a little less thnn 
five ).ev cent. There wero 34 business 
failures reported tbroutrhout the Cana- 
dian Dominion this week. Last week 
the total was 38, and in the same week 
one year ago it was 28.
